Usually little thought Is given to this 
end of Hie equipment. 
The receiver 
itself may be h beautiful job, carefully 
soldered nnd wired, but frequently the 
nor!ti I is sadly neglected. 
H ere are a few thing* to remember. 
The aerial 
should 
a l w a y s 
lie ia 
a 
straight line. 
Some beginners have re­ 
stricted space* for aerials nnd they 
think that by running the aerial In tile 
form of a square all around the* edge 
of the roof they will get better results, 
o th e r s erect three poles on the roof 
and run a single w ire in the form of n 
triangle. 
This Is a waste of time and 
wire; 
Hun it straight away nnd not over 
HH) feet long. 
Rem em ber that lf it is 
top h ig h ;it will pick up more static, 
and if Ht is too low, the signals will 
n<>|t be as good on long distance. 
A 
happy medium m ust he hit somewhere 
In between.^ 
T h e lekd-th wire should he taken 
froth one of tlr£ ends and not from the 
middle. 
If the latter way of taking 
off rho aerial .is used tf»b effectual 
length of the aerial will be just about 
cut In half. 
In other word*, use an In­ 
vected L aerial and not a T aerial. 
If It Is not" possible th erect the 
aerial all In one length and In the same 
direction, It Is permissible to" m ake a 
two or three wire aerial. 
However. It 
must be remembered th a t two \Vires

each 50 feet In length are not the 
same as a single wire IOO feet long. 
There may he UH) feet of wire In the 
aerial, hut the effective length will not 
be fur Hie full KH) feet. 
Be sure to Insulate the aerial from 
all surrounding objects. 
If the lead-in 
wire comes into contact with any of 
the surrounding objects there will be a 
decided 
tendency for th e current to 
leak off, and 
for the best 
results, es­ 
pecially 
on 
DX 
signals, advantage 
must be taken of every little thing. 
The ground connection is fully 
Im portant as tile aerial, as it form s a 
part of 
the open 
circuit. 
T h e hest 
ground connection is to the cold water 
pipe, as tliis is tile shortest and most 
direct lead to the earth. 
The hot w a­ 
ter pipes find the radiator system will 
do if necessary, but there are many 
more joints in a system of this kind, 
and as these pi po Joints are m ade up 
with white or red h a d there will lie a 
high resistance, which is to he avoided. 
Scrape tile cold water pipe until it 
shows a shiny finish and then either 
use one of tin* ground clamps th at may 
he purchased, or. better yet, take about 
ten turns of the ground wire around 
fids pipe and solder them In place. 
If 
the ground Clamp is used, this also 
should lie soldered to the pipe. 
Solder 
all connections in Doth the aerinl aud 
the ground for the hest results.

Some Suggestions oh 
Laying Out Radio Set 
F irst decide definitely what kind of 
set is to he built. 
Purchase the hest 
quality of apparatus, having the elec­ 
trical ,chht*acttrlstlcs that the particu­ 
lar set requires. 
T ake special care to 
snihrt parts of good mechanical con­ 
struction a* 4\vp]I. 
h a y the Instrum ents on the faille, 
frying different arrangem ents of the 
p arts until an arrangem ent is found 
with 
symmetrical 
appearance, 
and 
with as short wires to the tuning, grid 
and plate circuits as can he secured. 
W hen Hie proper layout is found, a 
scale laid alongside of Hie parts will 
give nil approxim ate idea of the size 
panel it will he necessary to buy. Try 
lo arrange the p arts to fit a standard 
size panel, w hich mu) be purchased at 
almost any radio store. 
Par: h o ler enrc should Ji? taken in 
the wiring of I he set to keep grid and 
plate w i r e s separate and away from 
the filament wires. 
This will reduce 
the liability of squealing and broad 
tuning to a mininnin. 
T h e filament circuit m ay he of al­ 
most 
any length, provided the wire* 
that 
carry 
tim current 
are 
large 
enough to prevent an excessive drop 
In voltage. 
Number 14, or the square 
bu* wire sold for wiring sets, Is very 
g o o d for this purpose. 
T h e output circuit of a fwn-sfage 
amplifier should never he brought near 
to the grid circuit of the detector 
fillip, iis howling almost inevitably re­ 
sults. 
More cases of howling am pli­ 
fiers can he traced to improper placing 
of the w ires than to any other one 
cause. 
In 
wiring a set don’t try to do too 
m any tilings at once. 
S tart at the In­ 
put end and work across to the out­ 
put end. 
When connecting a set with 
vacuum 
tubes, connect 
the filament 
wires to the sockets anil rheostats 
first, and then follow from Input to 
output circuits. 
A grounded copper sheet on the back 
of the panel where the condenser or 
variometer is mounted Is of consider­ 
able value both as i shield against the 
effects of the operator’s hands when 
tuning, and as a convenient place to 
solder 
such 
wires 
as 
need 
to 
he 
grounded. 
Especial 
care should 
he 
taken to cut out around all screw anil 
shaft holes, or any other places where 
the metal parts of condensers or other 
instruments may touch the shield. 


Much Troublesome and 
Needless Interference 


Users of regenerative nullo receiv­ 
ing sets should he very careful in reg­ 
ulating the filament current on the 
detector tubes of their receiving out­ 
fits. 
A regenerative receiver nets as a 
m iniature transm itting station and a 
grejit deal of troublesome nm! need- 
1 less interference can he created in a 
‘ neighborhood by a user of this type of 
1 receiver who is not acquainted with 
I the facts regarding their operation. 
The wailing, howling noise sometimes 
i heard on a receiving set is, In many 
Instances due to the users of a regen- 
endive set tuning their dials in an 
I effort to tune In a broadcasting station. 
Much of this interference can he 
j eliminated by burning the filament on 
1 the detector tube at a maximum bril­ 
liancy necessary to receive the desired 
signals. 
F scrs of 
his type of equip­ 
ment, after tuning in 
iheir station, 
should reduce the' Ma men t current as 
much as possible. 
By observing this 
rule they win not only prolong the life 
of their tubes and batteries, hut will 
m ake receiving conditions much better 
for their neighbors who may he trying 
to tune in :it the same time. 
The amount of energy (adiated by a 
regenerative receiver Is directly pro­ 
p o r t i o n a t e to the brilliancy o f tho tila- 
! mont In the detector circuit.
